$1,300,000 INCREASE IN TAXES. 

The increase in the assessment means an 
increase in city and State taxes of about 
$1,300,000 for next year. Before the assess- 
mentis final, the Board of Equalization will 
bave to pass upon it, but itis not likely that 
there will be any material change asthe won- 
derful growth of the city is believed to amply 

ustify the increased valuation. The increase 
sthe largest ever made by the Board of 
Assessors, which is evidence of the great 
strides St. Louis is taking on the road 
of progress. Fifty-two millions of an 
increase in valuation in two years is certainly 
something which might wellinspire pride in 
St. Loulsans. The increase, too, is not the 
result of any boom,but of a natural and steady 
growth. 

THE APPORTIONMENTS 

show some very curious changes during the 
pasttwo years. Property which two years 
ago was assessed higher than any other real 
estate in the city, bas been greatiy reduced in 
the present assessment, and other property 
which was not considered near 80 valuable 
then, has doubled iu value since. Au illus- 
tration of this assertion is found in Broad- 
way and Fourth street property. Two years 
ago Fourth street property was very much 
higher than Broadway, now Broadway sites 
are very much mere valuable than sites on 
Fourth street. 

The community’s increase in wealth has of 
course resulted lu a proportionate increase in 
individual fortune-holders. Some years ago 
the Post-DISPATCH published a list of the 
property-holders in St. Louis who made re- 
turns on $10,000 and over. The books of the 
Assessor show that there are as many, if not 
more, persons having fortunes of over $20,000 
to-day than there were pere ns whose wealth 
amounted to $10,000 then.

MANILA’S SPORTING. 


Four Thousand Spectators Assemble at a 
Cock: Fight. 


from an Exchange. , . 

I have not left myself much room to speak 
of the cockfighting. Yet the great cockpit of 
Manila at the ‘‘Fiesta del Pueblo’’ was one of 
the strangest spectacles I have ever seen. 
Imagine a huge circus with an arena raised to 
the height of the faces of those standing; de- 
hind them tier upon tier gradually rising; 
above the arena, which is inclosed with 


fine wire netting, the red-draped box of 
the farmer—the leading Chinaman of Manila, 
named Palanca, and a packed audience of 
4,000 people. Squatting on the earthen floor 
of the ring, inside the wire netting, are the 
habitues. half Chinese and halt Mestizos, while 
the officials walk about—the ‘*juez de justica’’ 
or referee, the ‘‘sentenciador’’ or umpire, 
the ‘‘casador,’’ go-between or betting 5 
ter, and several others. Then two men 6nter 
the ring, each carrying a bird whose spur 
is shielded for the moment in a leather 
scabbard. One wears his hat—he is the owner 
of the challenging bird, called Llamado;“ the 
other, hatless, is the outsider or de- 
jado, who takes up the challenge. An of- 
ficial calls out the sum for which the ‘‘Liama.- 
do’s’’ owner backs it and how much is still 
lacking to make up the sum. Then comes the 
most extraordinary scene of all. The mo- 
ment the words are out of his mouth it 
rains dollars in the ring. From those 
inside, from those who are within throw! 
distance, apparently from everywhere, dol- 
lars pour in without method, without owmner- 
ship, without a bargain, so far as one can 
judge amid the deafening clamor. When the 
sume on the birds are equal the betting mas- 
ter shouts, ‘‘Casada!’’ matched, literally

.  Wasutyncron, D. O., March 12.—The chances 
are that some of the deserving public building 
measures will be defeated by Congress owing 
to the extravagant figures agreed upon in the 
House for the smaller towns throughout the 
Sountry. The members ot the Public Build- 
ings and Grounds Committee have had their 
Own towns to care for and in doing so have 
found it necessary to consider favorably a lot 
of bills which have sent the aggregate amount 
Sway up there. In Missouri, Springfleld gets 
a further allowance of $50,000 while 
the prospects for Kansas City, where 
‘SB public building is badly needed, are 
“diminished. In fact, the bill which passed the 
‘Benate through the efforts of Senator Vest 
and which has been favorably reported in the 
House at reduced figures, is not iikely to got 
through by reason of the multiplicity of 
small bills. Likeappropriations being pushed 
for small streams to the detriment of the great 
rivers, the deserving places must suffer for 
want of the necessary public amount because 
ofallowances made small cities and towns. 
The appropriations asked for now foot up, if 
allowed, over $14,000,000, and it is being urged 
that the time is at nand when a halt should be 
called. | 
The confirmation of Capt. Williams as Post- 

master at Stanberry, Mo., has been held up 
for reconsideration at the request of Mr. Tom- 
blin of that place. To-day he has urged Post- 
master-General Wanamaker to reconsider the 
appointment. Itis alleged that Capt. Will- 
jams obtained his appointment through a lot 
of signatures obtained for one purpose, which 
he cut off the original petition and put to his 
application for Postmaster. Also that he is 
nota good Hepublican; that he runs an inde- 
pendent paper with Republican proclivities, 
and that during the last campaign he refused

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 12.—The House 
Committee on Agriculture devoted its session 
to-day to hearing Representatives Butter- 
worth and Mason, who favored and opposed, 


respectively, the measures pending before 
the committee having for their purpose the 
regular taxation of the manufacture of lard 
compound. Mr. Butterworth was the first 
speaker. He sa be objects of his bill were 
to ralee revenue, to regulate a  cer- 
tain industry; that it should not 
be permitted to destroy an established 
industry and so that it should be conducted 
upon the principles of common industry and 
to 1 the extinction of an established 
article of commerce produced by the farmer. 
Tne bill did not propose to prevent the manu- 
facturers of compound lard from prosecutin 
their business. ‘‘We only ask, he said, 
that in taking its place this industry shall 
not place ite fingers upon the throat of an- 
other industry?’’ 

Mr. Butterworth discussed the condition of 
the farmers of the country, taking a gloomy 
view of it. He said they were rapidly becom- 
ing a class of peasants, and a despised ciass, 
too. The farmers have been robbed by means 
of gambling aud gambling shops; and now it 

roposed to add to their burdens and losses 
by making them the victim of the counter- 
It is no answer to their complaint to 
counterfelt is better than 
the original. ‘‘Theman who sends me one 
thing when I ask and pay for another, is 
suffering from a moral obliquity that I could 
describe if the language were parlimentary.’’

The claims that the counterfeit is better 
than the original,’’ said Mr. Butterworth, ‘‘is 
ll rot; itis noanswer, A rat may be as suc- 
culentand toothsome asa rabbit, but when I 
send my baby for a rabbit andthe dealer 
sends mearat, I'll lick him I can. He’sa 
scoundrel and deserves punishment.’’ 

Mr. Butterworth said that the proposed 
legisiation is constitutional; will not destroy 
or damage any industry at the expense of 
another, but would compel the makers or 
Geniers of lard compound to hoist the flag of 
honest dealing over their transactions. The 
land that permits one set of dealers to gloat 
over thelr gains, secured by the wreck 
and ruin of their fellow-citizens, Mr.

The Committee of Investigation Finishes Its 
Work at Jefferson City To-Day, But De- 
clines te Talk—-Lon V. Stephens Will Be 
Put iu Charge ef the Treasury Immedi- 
ately—-Noland’s Silence. 


State Treasurer Noland is to be prosecuted. 
This is now certain. Warden Morrison of the 
Missouri State Penitentiary, who is at the 
Laclede, was seen by a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter this afternoon and said: 

‘*l went to see Gov. Francis last night at 9 
o’clock and saidto bim: ‘Governor, I am a 
newspaper man. Iam going to St. Louis and 
I want to know what to say about this Noland 
matter.’ The Governor smiled and said: 

‘* Woll, you can say that I expect, and will 
be compelled, to do my tull duty under the 


law.’ 

This unquestionably means that Noland is 
to be prosecuted. It was generally accepted 
as having no other construction by 
all to whom Mr. Morrison told it. 
That prosecution is impending is also made 
evident by the presence of Chas, T. Noland, 
Treasurer Noland’s cousin. in the city. He 
was hobnobbing with the State 
Committeemen at the Laclede to- 
day and his purpose undoubtedly 


was to inducethe State Committee to infiu- 
ence the Governor to allow the defaulting 
Treasurer togo free. When asked what the 
object of his visit to the city was he re- 
marked facetiously: 

Oh. Lonly came here to advocate an early 
convention. 

The news that Committeeman John N. Car- 
roll of the First District had in bis pocket a 
letter from Senator Vest which touched o 
the Noland matter, excited a great dea 
of curiosity among the politicians. The lat- 
ter was taken out by Mr. Carroll at this morn- 
Ing s — ot the State Committee and a 
Statement advocating an early convention 
was read.

THE BTATE D DEMOORATIC COMMITTEE. 

The Democratic State Committee now 
in session in this city will call a State con- 
vention to nominate candidates for Judge 
of the Supreme Court, Railroad Commis- 
sioner and Superintendent of Public 
Schools. The action of the committee 
must be taken under circumstances that 
are very distressing to the honest voters 
of the party. 

A criminally created deficit in the State

The Sensational Murder of Bern- 
hard Junghaus at Pe- 
orla, III. 


And of a Wealthy German Who | ¥ 
Led a Dual and Myste- 
rious Life, 


A Visiter to Peoria, He Always Kept His 
Pockets Stuffed With Money, and Treated 
All Royally—His Big Liquor Bills—The 
Queer Conduct ofa Man Who Gave Evi- 
deuce of Great Wealth~ Finding the Body 
and the Nature of the Wounds—Arrests 
in the Case— The Luckey Den Where the 
Work Is Supposed to Have Been Done-—A 
Queer and Mysterious Murder. 


Phon, III., March 12.—The murder of 
Junghaus still remains shrouded in mystery, 
but certain matters relating to his violent 
taking off are being cleared up. A reporter 
found on the river bank yesterday the dead 
man’s valise, No letters were in it, but 
papers containg accounts of big sales 
of houses at Leipsig, in which the 
dead man and his son figured. were folded in 
the valise. Several handkerchiefs and other 
linen were found marked with the Initials M. 
P., and this has led to the delief that the old 
man was traveling under an assumed name. 
This also sheds some light on the failure to 
find where Junghaus had drawn any money 
from the banks, as itis supposed it was sent 
in another name. Many people are inclined 
to believe thatthe old man lost his money 
during a spree and then committed suicide in 
a fit of despondency. They cannot, however, 
account for the murderous gash in his head, 
which could not have been self-inflicted. 


The Story as 101d in Peoria. 


Following is a full account of what promises 
to be a most sensational case, as told in dis- 
patches from Peoria to the Chicago papers: 

Bernhard Junghaus, a wealthy retired horse 
fancier of Leumnitz,Germany, visits America,

Half of Au- 
gust he spent in New York, half in Chicago.

THE MYSTERIOUS DISAPPKARANCE OF MUR- 
DERER BIRCHELL'S INTIMATE FRIEND- 


The Theory of Foul Play S8couted—Pickthall 
Supposed te Have Fied on Account of 
Finaneial Embarrassment — Birchell's 
Career—A Rascal From His Boyhoed— 
His Marriage aud Alieged Wealth— Mrs. 
Birchell. 


Woopsrock, Ontario, March 12.—Al) kinds 
of rumorsare in circulation here as to the 
cause of the absence of Neville T. Pickthall 
from his home near thie place, One is that 
Pickthall was in some way connected with 
Birohell’s misdeeds prior to the Benwell 
affair, and that rather than dive any deeper 
inte the sink of iniquity with Bircbell he 
absented himself. Another is that business 
troubles are the cause of his absence, and a 
third that Birchell made away with him while 
he was in New York. Neville T. Piekthall was 
of English parentage. He was sent out 
to thie country about seven vears ago, 
probably to learn farming and to make 
his way in the world. He was then about 
14 years old. He was in receipt of a 
emall income, enough to keep him in a modest 
way, aud when he came here did not do much 
work at first, leading an idle life. During 
the time Reginald Birehell lived here he and 
Pickthal!l were very intimate. Some two or 
three years ago he got some money together 
and bought a farm neara piace called Curry 
Station. The price was $7,500, of which 
Pickthall paid $600 cash and gave 4 mortgage 
for the balance. Subsequentiy he married 
the daughter of a clergyman named Jobnston. 
On Monday, February 10, Pickthall drove into 
Woodstock, telling his wife he had some little 
business to transact. He called at the Post- 
effice and received a letter from England. The 
contents of that letter no one knows, but it 
bad a strange effect on the young man. He 
returned home and told L wife he had got 
inte a intle difficuity, givi ng her to ander- 
stand that the trouble was of a financial na- 
ture, and said he wauld have to raise 31,000 at 
once. This he did by mortgaging dis farm 


and he left home that day. Next day he was 
seen at Niagara Falls, where, no doubt, Bir- 
chell would have been had he not 
missed the boat he intended to 
take. It is alleged that ont he 12th 
he was back in Woodstock. It Will be remem- 
bered that on February 14, the day of Bir- 
chell’s arrivalin New York, Mrs. Birehell 
said to her husband at the Metropolitan Hotel 
in Peliy’s hearing: Did you see Piekthall? I 
I saw him on the stairs a littie while ago.

However much Bir- 
chell may have deceived her and her family 
when he married her, she certainly was not 
deceived about his boxus property in Canada 
after she had been there with him and came 
back to her father’s house last summer. Yet 
she helped him to eontinue to degeive her 
father and the men who were invited to dine 
under his roof, so as to be impressed with his 
sound standing.

HORRORS OF HYDROPHOBIA. 


The Assistant ef Dr. Faul Gibier Afflicted 
With the Rabies. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcnu. 
New Tonk, March 12.—Strange accounts of 
the frightful ravages of that dread malady, 
hydrophobia, come to light at irregular inter- 
vals, but the most peouliarly horrible of them 
all has just occurred inthe Pasteur Institute 
ofthis city, at No. 178 West Tenth street, 
whicn is in charge of Dr. Paul Gibier, a former 
student of the famous French physician. 
The victim is one of Dr. Gibier’s assist- 
ing ‘physicians. The extraordinary feature 


of the case is that although the afflicted 
man possesses allthe repulsive symptoms of 
the rabies he has never been bitten by a mad 
dog or any kind of arabid animal. Dr. Gibier 
was seen at the TenthiStreetjiLaboratory last 
night in regard to the case, but he said that he 
was prohibited from — weg the matter out 
of professional courtesy due the injured man. 
He acknowledged, however, that his assistant 
had become avictim of the rabies, and that 
he was somewhat apprebensive of the turn 
affaires — take owing to the strange causes 
which lead up to the trouble. It was learned 
that eight days ago Dr. Gibler and his assist- 
ant, whose name could not be learned, 
were making some delicato experi- 
ments with the brain of a dog which bad been 
killed while suffering from the rabies. In 
handling the brain matter some of the pois- 
onous virus adhered to the forefinger and 
thumb ofthe younger man. Thoughtlessly be 
rubbed his eyes while the maddening stuff 
“was still on bis fingers. The third day after 
this, or last Thursday, Dr. Gibier noticed that 
hie assistant acted queerly. As the 
day progressed the young man grew 
more and more nervous. Every time 
a door was opened or shut or 
at the slightest noise he would 
start ina frightened way. His eyes become 
extraordinerily bright and the prespiration 
stood out on his forehead in great beads. 
He did not sleep, but tossed restiessly ana 
excitedly on the bed and part of the night 
walked the floor. In the morning the sick 
physician was in a semi-conscious state, and 
when Dr. Gibier spoke to him he answered 
with an unintelligible sound that was naif 
bark and halt snar!.

OVER THE VETO. 


The House of Delegates Passes the Bill Re- 
ducing the Price of Gas. 


The expected with regard to the gas reduc- 
tion bill has happened. 

The House of Delegates 
followed the example 
the Council and 
measure over the Mayoral veto. This action 
has created no surprise, asit was the belief 
from the day Mayor Noonan submitted his veto 


message that the advocates of the ordinance 
could muster the necessary two-third vote 
in both branches ofthe Assembly. When the 
House was called to order last evening it was 
understood thatthe measure would be taken 
up for its final disposition. Mr. Stone 
opened the ball with a 

lauding the provisions 

bill and argued that the public demanded and 
should bave cheaper gas. Mr. Mahon spoke 
in favor of sustaining the Mayor's veto, argu- 
ing that the gas company had made reasona- 
ble concessions and was furnishing gas as 
cheaply as it could. Other members spoke 
but the majority favored the passage of the 
bill over the veto and they carried the vote by 
a big majority.

As the required number of votes was re- 
corded for the bill it was declared passed over 
the Mayor’s veto. It was the first time since 
Mayor Noonan’s election thata measure was 
passed over his veto, and his friends did not 
relish the action of the House. 

The bill was introduced in the Counell last 
May and dragged foralong time. Originally 
it was intended to establish the price of gas at 
$1.18% per 1,000 cubic feet, and in this shape it 
passed the Council and went tothe House. 
The bill was almed to make ita misdemeanor 
forany gas company to charge in excess of 
the price fixed in the ordinance. The bill 
struck the House when there was a strong 
sentiment among its members forcheaper gas, 
and it took them but a short time to amend 
the bill so as to make the price much less than 
that intended in the measure. 
The lower branch of the Assembly 
amended it fixing the limit 
at 90 cents for illuminating gas and 50 cents 
for fuel gas. It went back to the Council 
after the veto of the Branham-Johnson- 
Hardesty bill and by an almost unanimous vote 
the House amendments were concurred in 
and the amended measure passed. Mayor 
Noonan Kept the billin his office sev eral days 
and heard the arguments for and against its 
becoming n law. On February 
ne sent it back to the Council 
with his veto message. He sald: The power 
to regulate the price of gas, conferred on the 
city by its charter, isto be exercised in a rea- 
sonable manner; and an ordinance on the 
subject that is deemed unreasonable by the 
courts will be held tobe invalid and of no 
force or effect. Taking the price at which the 
article is sold in the principal cities of this 
country, which Inno case is lower than $1.25 
per 1,000,I do not think St. Louis Is justified 
in demanding coal gas for illuminating 

urposes at 90 cents er 1,000 cuBic 
ect. The policy of the local government 
should be to encourage business pursuits and 
enterprises by not interfering with or ham- 
pering them, save in cases where the 
necessity of municipal action for the protec- 
tion of the community is obvious. By ab- 
staining trom exercising the power to regu- 
late, except in the cases above indicated, a 
stability andtone are given to investments of 
capitalin this city, and the prosperity and 
welfare of the community is correspondingly 
enhanced and augmented. I have, during 
my administration, endeavored to act on the 
above policy, believing it to be fraught with 
world-wide benefits to St. Louls, and in the 
view I take ofthe matter before me, I cannot 
give my approval to Council bill No. 44. 

The Council mustered the neeessary vote to 

ass it aud then forwarded it to the House. 

t was the general impression that it would go 
over the veto, thouch the representatives of 
the Laclede Co. presented arguments to show 
that the bill was not legal and that it could 
nor be compelled to observe its provisions. 

City Councellor Bell, when asked by a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter for his views of the matter, 
said he dia not care to give an opinion fur- 
ther than to say that some litigation was 
bound to follow. 

„»The gas company, he said, will un- 
doubtedly take the matter into the courts 
and then it will have to be adjudicated.’’ 

Mayor Noonan said he had no desire or dis- 
position topjecriticise the Assembly for its 
action in passing the bill over his veto. Lou 
can say, he said, that I still stand by the 
opinion I expressed in my message.

JOSEPH TASSE'$ SPEECH. 


POINTED REMARKS ON THE POLITICAL 
DESTINY OF CANADA. 


The Go-Ahend Instinct of the Canadian 
and American People—Position of the 
Lecturer’s Co-Religionists in the United 
States—A Strong Plea Against Annexa- 
tien. 


OTTAWA, Ont., March 12,--The address of 
Mr. Joseph Tasse, ex- member of the Domin- 
ion Parliament, to the electors of Sherbrooke, 
this week, on the ‘‘Politicoal Destiny of Can- 
ada, is attracting considerable attention 
here justnow. Mr. Tasse is an ardent sup- 
porter of Sir John Macdonald and his con- 
servativye administration. He said our insti- 
tutions repose on the solid base of responsible 
government, and this state of things certainly 
does not exist in the United States. Proceed- 
ing to compare the go-ahead instinct of the 
Canadian and American people the lecturer 
said:“ We have as many miles ofrallway as the 
Yankees in proportion tothe population and 
our spirit of enterprise manifests itself in 
more ways than one. Already we have 
three bridgés over the St. Lawrence—at Mon- 
treal, at Lachine and at Coteau, costing 
millions of money and which invoke the won- 
derandenvy of the civilized world. In the 
House of Commons,’’ continued the speaker, 
**Quebec is represented by 65 members in a 
total deputation of 215, while inthe American 
House of Representatives we would have 
aboutten members in a total of 350, each 
member representing somewhere near 152,000 
souls. Each State has but two representatives 
in the Senate and the new State of Quebec 
would have two Senators out of 84, while at 
Ottawa we have Aout of 178.’’ 

Mr. Tasse was particularly pratical when 
Speaking of the position of bis co-re- 
ligionistse in that country, which never 
tires of boasting of its civil and religious 
liberty and equality. It appears that since 
the formation of the United States but 
two Roman Catholics have held portfolios in 
the Washington Cabinet. The Catholics of the 
United States, although now numbering ten 


million souls, have been for thirty years and 
more without a single representative in the 
Supreme Court of the nation. ‘‘Glorious Re- 
public,’’ cried Mr. Tasse, in derision, and he 
was 

CHEERED AGAIN AND AGAIN. 

There is another and very practical ques- 
tion to be considered. No subsidy comes from 
Washington tothe different States, while our 
province each year received $1,250,000 from the 
Canadian Treasury. The crown lands, which 
are the property of each province, are ex- 
clusively administered by the central Govern- 
mentinthe United States. The construction 
and maintenance of our canais would be 
thrown at once upon the Province of Quebec 
were sbe able to throw in her lot with the Ke- 

ublicto the South, and some idea of this 

urden can be ascertained from the fact that 
New York State has contributed $75,000,000 to 
this end alone. It is true that the Washington 
Government has subsidized rallways in the 
Middle and Eastern States. 

On the whole, the lecturer estimated the 
total increase in the expenses of the Province 
of Quebec as a part of the American Union at 
$2,000,000 while the derease in her State 
revenue would certainly be not less than 

2,250,000, making an annual loss to the Prov- 
ince of $5,250,000. He would go still further 
and say that the Province of Quebec is pro- 
gressing more rapidly than Maine, Vermont 
and New Hampshire, the three States whieh 
are nearest our borders; the increase in 
Maine’s population from 1870 to 1880 being 4 
per cent; Vermont’s, 1-5 per cent; New Hamp- 
shire’s 9 per cent, while Quebec shows an in- 
crease of 14 per cent in the same time.

DR. HUGO AULER AND HENRY I. ROGERS 
PLACED AT THE HEAD OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Chas. F. Miller and Mr. John w. 
O’Ceonnsll Depesed From Office Last 
Night—A Resolution te Change the Com- 
mittees Also Passed, andthe Board Will 
Meet Next Friday Night for That Pur- 
pose. 


The School Board was reorganized last 
night. The Auler eleven were all in their 
seats when the meeting was called to order, 
ana the Millerites were only short one man.

It should be our resolute determination to 
bring about peace within our ranks, if this 
be possible, if not, then the blaine must rest 
with those who deserve the blame. To our 
nobie corps of Seachers, as well as the om 
cials of this board, we extend the band of 
justice. Their rights and privileges within 
their legitimate spbere must be re- 
s pected. Weexpect duty wisely done from 
them, and therefore we who are members of 
the board must also perform our duty 
wisely with them.

The half dozen pas- 
sengers who were in the car rushed out in 
terrorand as Nolan raised his weapon to 
shoot at Ahern again the latter rushed in upon 
him and grappled with him. Nolan made 
desperate efforts to yse his revolver again, 
but Ahern keptalife ordeath grip upon his 
wrist and prevented him from bringing the 
weapon to bear upon him. While the two 
men were struggling inthe car one of the 
frightened passengers went to hunt ap a 
policeman and succeeded in securing the ser- 
vices of Policeman Pigott of the West Forty- 
Seventh Street Station, who hastened to the 
scene and separated the struggling men. 
Nolan was disarmed and taken to the Station- 
house and subsequently be was taken to the 
Police Court and arraigned before Justice Ford 
on Ahern’s complaint of felonious 
assault.

GRANITE MOUNTAIN MINERS DRIVEN OUT 
WITH ROPES AROUND THEIR NECKS. 


The Union Men in a Majority, With Organi- 
gation asd Power on Their §ide--The 
Mining Compantes Have No Recourse— 
Their Isolated Position Against Them. 


RESIDENT I. M. 
RUMSEY and Vite- 
President A. B. Ewing 
of the Grnnite Moun’ 
tain, and President 
Paul A. Fusz of the 
Bimetaliic, are home 
from the mines in 
Montana, where they 
were called by reports 
of difficulties among 
@ the miners and on a 
inspection 


with the miners is be- 
tween those who belong to the Miners’ Union 
and those who are outside of it. So far it has 
resulted in nothing serious, though it mighs 
become so at any time. President Rumsey 
was asked this morning as 1 the cause of the 
trouble. 

„It is altogether sii fe said, ‘‘to the 
presence of too many statesmen, otherwise 
known as walking delegates, men who never 
do any work themselves, but who live off 
of those who do the work. They always 
promise benefits to the miners, but the miners 
never realize the benefits, and are worse off 
for following them. If we had to do with our 
own miners only we would be all right. we 
experience no trouble with them whatever. 
They are satisfied; they do their work and 
they get their pay, and all they want is to be 
left alone. 

„Did you meet the Miners’ Union peo- 
ple?’’ 

Tes, we were called upon by a delegation 
and as s00n as they left a delegation of 

OUR OWN MINERS 
was announced. They had withthem a long 
paper signed by employes of the company, 
Union and non-union alike, saying that they 
were entirely satisied. The men who called 
on us explained that they did not wish to be 
undertood as objecting to anything, as they 
never had received as good treatment as they 
do now, and had never been so comfortably 
housed and cared for. These were our 


miners, and 80 far as they are concerned, 
they are all right.’ 

Out of the 500 men employed by your com- 
pany how many non-union men have you?!“ 

„About 100, and they are the best men we 
have, independent and hard working.’’ 

„What shape has the trouble taken so far?“ 

„On, nothing but threats against the non- 
uniofi men.’ 

Have any of these threats been carried 
ont?“ 

Not exactly. In two cases men had

and were led down the hill. The ‘climate 
wasn’t healthy forthem,as they were warned, 

and of course they left, as they had no show 
in fighting the other men in the courts, as the 
others have organization and money and it 
would be difficultto prove just who the per- 
petrators were. 

„Were your own miners engaged in leading 
these men down the hill with ropes around 
their necks?’’

They will bave to join the Union, I pre- 
sume. They are subjected to threats all the 
time, and are ostracized by the Union 
miners, so they really have nothing else to
